Bring 'Em Into the Open 


The Black bill would compel any 


person engaging for pay or other con- 
sideration tq influence legislation or 
the action of any official to register 
with the clerk of the house and the 
secretary of tlie senate, giving his 
name, identity of his employers, nnd 
amount of Ws remunerations. 


Lobbyists must also file, statements 


every three months of money received 
and spent. They would bo subject to 
stiff rX'riaHies, if they failed to Comply 
or made false statements. 


This :mea$Urt; has passed . the sen- 


ate. For some reason, Chairman Hat- 
ton W. Simmers of the house judiciary 
committee, a Texan, has, kept the bill 
froin -the house floor. In view of the 
recent evidence, continuance of that 
policy may prove* embarrassing to 
Sumners.

Relief Crisis In District 


Tlie "hunger march" to Washington 


which griups of the unemployed are 
organizing Is likely to pick up plenty 
of recniitK after its arrival. 


The commissioners of the District 


of Columbia asked for $608,000 to car- 
ry the capital's rtlief load until July 
1. The Budget Bureau cut. that to 
5250,000. This city has no source of 
relief funds except through congress. 


Officials assert there is no alterna- 


tive but. to cut 20,000 off the District 
relief rolls after April 1, leaving about 
10,000 "unemployables," including de- 
pendents, still on.

In "The Battleground," Hilaire Bel- 


loc has a look at the fundamentals of 
European history from the vantage 
ground of Syria. 


Syria, he declares, since the dawn 


of history has been the focal point of 
the great struggle between the Asiatic 
and European conceptions of human 
society. It has been the greatest of all 
gateways to Asia; on its windswept 
Kills the east and the west have fought 
for mastery over and over. 


This being so, Syria must be worth 


examining. Mr. Belloc proceeds to 
examine it, and writes a highly inter- 
seting book while doing so. 


The great civilizations of the Euph- 


rates and the Tigris communicated 
with Egypt and the 
Mediterranean 


world across Syria, thousands of years 
ago. Alexander struck at the east 
through Syria. Later on, Rome went 
to Syria to make secure her eastern 
frontier. 


This eternal plowing of the soil, says 


Mr. Belloc, prepared the land so that 
it could give the world its one great 
gift, the Christian religion. It made 
this gift, and thereby changed the 
face of the world; and then a few 
centuries later, Asia swept back in an 
irresistible tide. It thrust the west 
back of Syria became Asiatic again 
until Allenby took a British army into 
Jerusalem in 1917. 


All this great span of history, from 


the days of Abraham to the present 
moment, is covered in this book. With 
it comes again Mr. Belloc's plea {or a 
united 
Christian 
civilization in the 


Occident; a plea that takes on added 
force from his exposition of that civ- 
ilization's background.

Will I tell the mother of these two 


children what to do about it? It seems 
that she "tried everything" and has 
met with no success.

It isn't often we 
hear of a youngster being over-bur- 
dened with conscience. There are two 
ways of looking at the problem, one 
by taking Ted as an individual, the i 
other by taking him as half of a unit, 
his older sister being the other half, 
I think the latter best.

; easily upset by trifles. In such a c-aso 
he ne'ds special and careful handling. 
First of all he should never be teas- 
ed. Second he should have more sleep 
than average; If playing with other 
children excites him too much, he 
should play alone a good part of the 
time. 


Too much sympathy will only make 


him worse, because 
children 
who 


crave it unduly will be quick to take 
spells of one kind or another in order 
to get it. Small accidents need not be 
discussed at oil. If both reprimand 
and sympathy are reduced, and atten- 
tion of any kind is not forthcoming, 
he may develop a surprising indiffer- 
ence to putting on an act. 


As these two grow older much of the 


difficulty will iron itself out. It is 
probably a phase that will pass.

Add coloring matter if wanted. 
Mix nil ingredients well while hot;

kettle or portable furnace and when 
used put it on ns hot as possible with 
n painter's or whitewash brush. 


About one quart of this mixture 


will cover one square yard.

Legumes hnve a great advantage as 


green manure crops over other plants, 
since they' increase the nitrogen 
tent of the soil in which they s,«™, 
ns well as supply humus, and in ad- 
dition, they prevent soil erosion and 
lenching of plant food. 


Farmers will find tho planting of 


such crops ns cow-pens, soy-beans, 
lespcdezn, nnd Mung beans for turn- 
ing under of much more value to the 
land than leaving idle 
during the 


summer the land released from cotton 
production under the 
conservation 


program. 


Records at the Arkansas Experiment 


Station show substantial 
gains in 


crops following legumes turned un- 
der. This practice, if followed closely, 
will result in the upbuilding of the 
soil.

ty agent. 


Pruning i.s of utmost importance in 


both commercial 
nnd 
small 
home 


orchards because various microbes, 
distructivi! to fruit trees, commonly 
live from out yenr to another in dead 
or diseased wood that is allowed to 
remain on the 
trees 
through the 


winter nnd into the next growing 
senson. 


On apple trees alone- there arc u 


number of diseases that are largely 
perpetuated and gradually accumu- 
lated in greater abundance by per- 
mitting .such wood to remain. 


Block-rot, bitter rot, blister canker, 


nnd blotch are nil examples of such . 
diseases on apples, while on pears, 
peaches, plums, and cherries there are 
other diseases which are carried from 
yenr to year on diseased nnd dead 
wood. 


Having pruned 
out all such dead 


wood, it should not be allowed to re- 
main on the ground 
or in- n brush 


heap. In order to destroy the microbes 
contained in .such wood, the best thing 
is to burn the wood before the grow- 
ing .season starts.
